County Agrees to Re-evaluate Property 


It’s expected to cost more 
than $120,000, but the Collin 
C ounty 
C o m m is s io n e r s 
Court agreed Friday in a 
court suit settlement to re­ 
ev alu a te every piece of 
property in the county. 
The agreement cam e as 
the result of a suit which was 
filed in September 
by a 
group 
of 
F o rest 
Grove 
citizens, charging that the 
co u n ty 's m ethod of 
tax 
a sse ssm en t 
violates 
the 
sta te 
constitution 
and 
statutes. 
However, 
it was 
con­ 
sidered 
by 
some of 
the 
plaintiffs as a hollow victory, 
because v irtu a lly 
every 
other plea in their suit was 
denied in the settlement. 
Originally, the suit against 
the co m m issio n ers court 
was tiled in conjunction with 
a similar suit against the 
Lovejoy Com m on School 


District and trustees. 
Plaintiffs Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert 
Allen. 
A ugustus 
Dabney and Stanley P rit­ 
chard asked in their suit that 
Mrs. Helen Lawson, county 
tax assesso r-co llecto r, be 
restrained from collecting 
taxes on their property, and 
that all county property be 
re-evaluated. 
In 
F r id a y ’s 
suit 
s e t­ 
tlement, the plaintiffs’ at­ 
tempt to bring the suit as a 
class action was denied, as 
was their attem pts to keep 
Mrs. Lawson from collecting 
taxes on their property. 
In addition, the settlement 
calls for the defendants to 
pay all delinquent taxes', but 
disallows penalties, if any. 
Although som e of 
the 
petitioners privately voiced 
mild disappointment at the 
outcom e, their collective 
attitude 
was 
pictured 
as 


pleased and optimistic by 
their attorney, R. C. Slagle 
III of Sherman. 
“ We think you have taken 
an aggressive step toward 
rectifying any inadequacies, 
and w e’re very appreciative 
of your attitude,” he com ­ 
mented to the court about 
the settlement. “ We have no 
qualms 
whatsoever 
about 
signing the settlement.” 
Speaking after the short 
m eeting w as ad jo u rn ed . 
Commissioners Carl Marion 
and Raymond Jenkins both 
estimated the cost of the re ­ 
evaluation would be $120,000 
or more. 
“The last time we did it, it 
cost about $120,000, but we 
didn’t have the card system 
set up then.” Marion stated. 
“ I don’t know how much 
more it’s going to cost, but I 
think we ought to get on it 
right aw ay.” 


Marion went on to say that 
he has been in contact with 
several school district and 
city tax offices in the county, 
hoping 
to 
enlist 
their 
cooperation 
in 
conducting 
the re-evaluation. 
“They’ve got a lot of good 
records which should help 
keep the cost down,” he 
commented. “ Besides that, 
I’d like to get us all to use the 
sam e valuation. I think if 
they value a house at $10,000, 
then we ought to value it at 


$10,000, too,” he added. 
Marion also pointed out 
that it took almost a year to 
prepare for 
the 
last 
re­ 
evaluation, which took place 
in 1968. However, he didn’t 
think it would take as long 
this time. 
“ We’ve got th a t card 
system now and that should 
help. 
B esides 
that, 
our 
houses 
(the 
valuations 
thereon) are in good shape­ 
r s the land where w e’re in 
bad shape,” he concluded.

Ewell. 
whose 
com ic 
talents and acting ability I 
feel have never been fully 
appreciated by most, por­ 
trays a harassed, “ typical" 
businessman who’s bullied 
by 
an 
o v erb earin g 
stockholder, intimidated by 
a status-seeking wife, and 
shocked by a hairy, hippie 
son. 
And 
if 
that 
sounds 
familiar, you’ve either found 
yourself in the sam e boat, or 
you’ve watched 
the 
now- 
defunct Paul Lynde Show, a 
takeoff on this play. 
The entire production is 
filled with one-liners, sa r­ 
castic 
asides, 
quick 
comebacks, all of which are 
built for someone of Ewell’s 
ability, and many of which 
have the audience of “over- 
30s" 
ap p lauding 
their 
cleverness -especially since 
they’re directed at teens. 
For this, author 
Henry 
Denker deserves applause 
for his w riting abilities, 
unfair as it may be for the 
college set. The play is of 
such comedy caliber that 
even 
a m a te u rism 
would 
have difficulty destroying its 
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creativity, 
freshness-and 
above all—its zesty humor. 
Ewell, as indicated before,

The most dangerous thing 
you can do with water is try 
to swim in it, according to 
Texas Parks and Wildlife 
D ep artm ent 
drow ning 
statistics. 
Approximately 
one-third 
of the drownings in 1973 were 
the result of swimm ing 
accidents. 


Fishing was the second 
most dangerous activity, 
accounting for 108 of the 633 
drownings in 1973. 
The department found that 
Texans drowned themselves 
in 
many 
different 
ways. 
Some fall in their bathtubs 
while others drive into water 
with their automobiles. 


Motor boating accounted 
for 46 drownings. Children 
toddling 
into 
swimm ing 
pools, lakes, tanks 
and 
ditches also accounted for 
several drownings. 
Drowing statistics are 
compiled 
by 
the 
depart­ 
ment's water safety section, 
law 
enforcement division, 
from reports submitted by 
game wardens.
